A MILK SHORTAGE 


Upwards of a Thousand Quarts; a Day 


Lacking to Supply Demand Ac- 


cording to Dealers. 


Janesville, in common with other 
cities of southern Wisconsin, faces 
a serious milk shortage. 
Ixical milk 
dealers report that they lack upwards 
of a thousand quarts daily to meet 
the demand. One company estimated 
that its daily supply was fully one 
hundred gallons below normal", and 
another dealer placed his shortage at 
from BOO to 1,000 pounds. All milk 
dealers are forced to curtail their sup- 
ply to customers, limiting them to the 
minimum. 
So 
tar it ia not believed 
the shortage has worked any material 


Dry weather, which 
has 
effected 
pasturage 
seriously 
within- the last 
week, and the flies, which are particu- 
larly bothersome to milch cows during 
the hot-spell, are responsible for the 
low milk supply. 
A cool wave and 
several showers would aid materlallv 
in relieving the situation, according 
to milk dealers. 


The shortage has come 
suddenly 
with the arrival of the torrid wave 
One company reported that three or 
four weeks ago thoir available supply 
was more than they needed, but at 
present they are unable to secure ad- 
ditional dairy service. 
Farmers are 
also askitfg" more for their milk al- 
though t h e . price to-local consumers 
has not been raised.
